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equipped with a head (2) made entirely of plastic, constituting 
a reusable part an d,_as a result, [[thus]] limiting costs.

contra-angle (1) is a pinion.

which can be injection-molded, such as plastic. 

A Accordi - n - g-to an advantageous ' characteristic of the 
invention, a blade for the [[of a]] canal instrument is 
advantageously fixed to the pinion , and the [[. The]] pinion 
is overmolded onto the blade of the canal instrument to secure 
the [[#]] thua securing — fehooo two elements together.
